Charnes 
Hall is a pleasant mansion: near it stood Charnes chapel, of which nothing save the site now 
remains.

Thomas Bowyer (presbyterian minister of Charnes) ?1630-.... 

Bowyer, (? christened on 21 Aug 1630 at Biddulph), was probably seventh son of Sir William 
Bowyer of Knypersley in Biddulph Knight c1588-1641 and Hester Skeffington dau of Sir William 
Skeffington of Fisherwick in Lichfield 1st Baronet c1557-1635. He studied at Cambridge where on 
4 Jun 1649 he was admitted sizar at Jesus College and matriculated that year. At Cambridge he 
graduated B.A. in 1652 (M.A., 1660). He was presumably qualified to be a presbyterian clergyman 
when - after presentation on 10 Nov 1657 by (? his sister) Catherine Bowyer 4th dau of Sir William 
Bowyer of Knypersley in Biddulph Knight c1588-1641 and widow of John Yonge of Charnes in 
Eccleshall 1620-a1656 - he was, on 12 Feb 1657.8. admitted by the Commissioners as presbyterian 
minister of Charnes in Eccleshall. In 1659 he received an augmentation to his salary. Shortly 
afterwards he may have been appointed a minister of parochial curate out of the county (perhaps at 
Woore, Salop). On 24 Aug 1662 he did not subscribe to The act of uniformity and was thus to be 
deprived.
